Subsidy Yot Extended a

If a bunch of the Lord’s Day Alliance fanatics 
were put up fur ten months at one of these mines they 
would soon come to the conclusion that the people that 
forced such laws upon them were unjust and ask to be 
allowed to take rest when and how it best suited them. <A 
rest is needed by every person, but each person should be 


- allowed to take that rest at the time and in the way he can 


derive the greatest benefit therefrom.
